Prosecution is hereby reopened in view of the Petition to Revive the instant 
application granted on 16 April 2008. The application was abandoned on 15 May 2007 
for failure to reply in a timely manner to the Non-Final Office Action mailed 17 July 2006.

The instant claims should recite, "the antibody or 
fragment thereof of Claim..". Appropriate correction is required.
